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REPORT OF CANAL COMMISSIONERS. 



To His Excellency f Rioh ard Yates, Oovernor of Illinois : 

Sir — We have the honor to eabmit herewith our report of the bus- 
iness transaoted by us fbr the fiscal year ending November 30, 1901. 

Daring the past year we have had many unusual and serious diffi- 
culties to contend with, not ordinarily incident to the conduction of 
the canal. Some of them we have adjusted; a greater portion of 
those still unsettled will be cared for during the coming year. These 
difficulties have been the cause of considerable expense in excess of 
the ordinary cost of operation. Notably has this been the case in 
caring for the maintenance of navigation on the Summit level of the 
canal, an expense which, until the present* year, has been borne by 
the city of Chicago in return for the benefits accruing to them from 
increased facilities for the disposal of their sewage, and by the San- 
itary District of Chicago. 

The receipts from tolls have fallen oflf somewhat. This was due to 
several causes, the chief of which were the fact that it was impossible 
to open the canal for navigation until late in the season and after 
the greater portion of the grain stored during the winter had been 
moved to the markets over other routes; the transference of the bus- 
iness of several of the stone companies between Chicago and Lock- 
port to the Sanitary canal; and the lack of confidence on the part of 
shippers in the continued maintenance of the canal, caused by the 
difficulties which stood in the way of your commissioners and which 
were patent to everybody. 

This falling ofiF in receipts has been partly compensated for by a 
considerable increase in revenue from water power rental which will 
be still further increased during the coming year. 

Referring to the suit brought by your commissioners against the 
Sanitary District of Chicago to compel the specific performance of 
its contract to operate the Bridgeport pumping works, and the 
opinion and decision of the Hon. Edward F. Dunne, appended to 
and set out at length after our annual report for the year 1900, we 
submit the following statement: 

That decision, as we there stated, was in favor of your commission- 
ers and the State, in every particular, and in accordance with the 
prayer of the bill of complaint, but a d€kCY^^^%.'e^o\^^x^^^^'^ij?^>:?^ 
the Sanitary District to "specificaWy pwloxm \\i^ e.owXx'^^oa^ "v^ ^^^ 
only.

both plain tifiF and defendant, and both parties prayed an appeal; 
the Sanitary District to the appellate court and the canal commis- 
sioners to the supreme court. 

The appeal to the supreme court was decided and an opinion 
handed down on June 19, 1901, refusing to decree a specific perform- 
ance of the contract, reversing the decree of Judge Dunne, and re- 
manding the cause to the circuit court with directions to dismiss the 
bill. 

The supteme court by its decision held that a court of equity 
ought not, under the circumstances to require the Sanitary District 
to specifically perform its contract, but held "that if there is a rem- 
edy it should be sought in a court of law, in an action for damages. 
If the contract is inforcible at law the canal commissioners can 
recover compensatory damages for the breach of it. If the measure 
of damages is the cost of pumping, they can have it done and the 
cost will be easily ascertained. If the contract can not be enforced 
in its entirety but the Sanitary District is liable under it, or other- 
wise, for the injury done to the canal, the damages are as readily 
ascertainable as in other cases of injury to property. The question 
of liability to the extent of the alleged damage to the canal is not 
before us on this record and is not decided.'' 

Your canal commissioners subsequently filed its petition for a re- 
hearing of this cause in the supreme court, but this has been denied, 
so that the decision stands as the law of the case. 

In the spring of 1901, before this decision was rendered, your com- 
missioners conferred with Your Excellency regarding the situation, 
and what should be done to open navigation on the canal, and you 
with characteristic energy immediately conferred with the president 
of the Sanitary District concerning their action, impressed upon 
them the fact that they should perform the contract pending a 
decision and succeeded in obtaining an agreement from him that the 
Sanitary District would resume pumping forthwith and continue the 
same, pending the decision of the supreme court, which was done. 

Upon the rendition of the decision it became necessary for your 
commissioners to do such pumping in order to keep the canal open 
and they accordingly negotiated for the use of the pumping works 
and on July 1, 1901, began the operation of the pumping works and 
continued to operate the same until the close of navigation. 

At the September term, A. D. 1901, of the circuit court of Fulton 
county, Illinois, the Sanitary District of Chicago filed the remanding 
order of the supreme court entered in the two chancery suits of the 
canal commissioners and B. M. Chipperfield, state's attorney, against 
the Sanitary District to prevent the removal of the dams at Henry 
and Copperas creek, referred to in our said annual report. These re- 
manding orders directed the circuit court to overrule the demurrers 
and motion to dissolve the injunction interposed by the Sanitary 
District, and to retain the bill for hearing. The Sanitary District 
aaked for and were allowed time with which to file answers, and in 
I^ecewber, A, D, 1901, filed their answers, m 7fYi\Ci\i \.Vv^^ virtually 



admit the "necessity'' specified in the statute with reference to the 
removal of these dams has not yet arrived, but contend that the work 
now in progress and contemplated in Chicago river will create such 
necessity and require their removal. 

These cases have not yet been disposed of, but your commission- 
ers are confident that they soon will be and their contention fully 
established by decree. 

On March 2, 1893, one Hiram C. Wheeler brought a suit in eject- 
ment against the city of Chicago to recover possession of blocks 91, 
101, 102 and 103, Canalport addition, in section 30, including the 
banks of the "feeder" to the canal, claiming them under a patent 
from the United States in 1836. This suit was tried before the Hon. 
J. W. Allen, late judge of the United States circuit court, without a 
jury, and resulted in a decision in favor of the State, April 8, 1895, 
upon which judgment was entered Nov. 13, 1895, for the defendant. 
On Nov. 11, 1896, Mr. Wheeler made a motion for and obtained an 
order for a new trial under the statute of Illinois, but no efiFort has 
been made for such retrial until recently. Mr. Wheeler has em- 
ployed new attorneys and the case has been placed upon the cal- 
endar, but the date of trial has not yet been fixed. The attorney for 
the canal commissioners is looking after the case, and we are confi- 
dent that a retrial will result in a judgment against the plaintiff, as 
did the first trial, and establish the State's title to the land. 

This is a very important case, involving as it does the title to the 
entire real estate upon which the old "pumping works" were erected, 
and upon which your commissioners have arranged for the erection 
of new pumps and power. 

In arranginfic for the maintenance of navigation on the Summit 
level several plans were considered by us, each of which had its par- 
ticular features and excellence, but the one we have adopted we be- 
lieve the best of al), both in the matter of efficiency and economy. 

We have provided for the installation of an entirely new pumping 
plant in the buildings at Bridgeport, the old machinery, which was in- 
efficient and the operation of which was costly in the extreme, to be en- 
tirely removed. The new plant will consist of five pumps of the most 
improved modern pattern for this class of work, each capable of rais- 
ing 7,000 cubic feet per minute to the required height. The plant will 
be operated by electric power and the rental derived from the surplus 
water at Lockport will reduce the annual cost of operation to less 
than it' has cost the city t)f Chicago per month to operate the old plant 
in past years. We give herewith a tabulated statement of receipts and 
expenditures, together with the report of our superintendent and re- 
port of the treasurer to which we beg leave to refer for further details.

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Rates of Tolls and Lockage Established upon the Illinois and Michi- 
gan Canal and the Locks at Henry and Copperas Creek, in the 
Illinois River, 

By resolution of the Board of Canal Commissioners, adopted in April, 1899, 

to take effect upon the opening^ of navif^tion. 

On freifirht boats, per mile on the canal, 3 cents. 

Lockaee at Henry and Copperas creek on all boats of 150 tons and under 
shall be 91*50, and this charg^e shall be made at each lock. 

On boats of more than 150 tons measurement lockage shall be chari^ed at 
the rate of I cent per ton measurement, and this charee shall be made at 
each lock: Provided, That on boats passing through the lock in fleets of two 
or more, engaged in regular traffic, reauirin^ only a single lockM^e, the look- 
age charge, oy ton measurement or otnerwise, may be divided between said 
boats at each lock. 

The lockage of cabin boats, in tow of steamers or canal boats, shall be 25 
cents each; fuel boats in tow of steamers, 50 cents; row boats, in tow of 
steamers or canal boats, 10 cents each. 

No lockage on boats shall be made for less than $1.50. Cargoes must be 
charged for, as hereinafter indicated, in addition* to lockage charge on boats. 

Toll is to be computed ui>on the weight (1,000 pounds per mile) of all arti- 
cles contained in the following list, unless otherwise stated.

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REPORT OF GENERAL SUPERINTENDENT. 



General Superintendent's Office, 
Illinois and Michigan Canal, 
LocKPORT, III., Dec. 1, 1901. 

To the Honorable Board of Caiuil Commissioners^ Lockport, III. 

Gentlemen: — I beg leave to submit herewith my annual report 
relative to the maintenance and repairs of the Illinois and Michigan 
Canal and locks and dams at Henry and Copperas Creek on the lUi* 
nois River, for the fiscal year ending November 30, 1901. 

The work of an extraordinary character, indicated bv me in my 
last report as necessary or advisable, has all been performed or i& 
now under way, with the exception of the by-passes at Marseilles. 

The aqueduct over the Fox River at Ottawa, the most extensive 
and expensive structure of its kind on the canal, was completed 
early in the winter. 

The timbers for the aqueduct at La Salle, over the Little Vermil- 
lion River, and for the aqueduct over Aux Sable Creek, about six 
miles east of Morris, have been purchased and the work of construc- 
tion will be begun this month. I expect that both of these struc- 
tures will be completed before the middle of January. 

The canal was not opened for navigation in the spring until April 
25. This was owing to the refusal of the oflBcers of the Sanitary 
District of Chicago to begin the operation of the pumps at Bridge- 
port prior to that date. Aside from this incident there has been no 
delays to navigation. 

On July 1, in pursuance of the decree of the Supreme Court which 
relieved the Sanitary District of Chicago from the obligations of their 
contract entered into with the Canal Commissioners December 21, 
1899, we took oflBcial charge of the operation of the Bridgeport 
Pumping works. Every possible measure of economy was practiced, 
but so worn out and inefficient was the old plant that the expense, 
including the repairs, could not be reduced below about $3,500 per 
month. This was a considerable saving over what our predecessors 
had found it necessary to expend, but was still in excess of what it 
would cost to perform the same work with more modern machinerv 
and methods. The new inBtallatioii 'v\i\c\i ^cyoi \n»»m^ ^twv^^Vs^ 
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with the use of electricity as motive power, will undoabtedly prove 
much more economical and satisfactory. I believe that it will save 
the whole cost of installation in less than three years. 

I beg leave to again call your attention to the fact that there is 
much work in Joliet still uncompleted that is required of the Sani- 
tary District of Chicago by the terms of the decree of the Will county 
circuit court of the November term 1898. A part of this work is 
quite necessary to provide for the safety of boats navigating the 
canal and its installation should no longer be delayed. Other un- 
completed work, while not so serious a menance to safety, is still a 
hinderance to navigation and detrimental to the best interests of the 
canal and 1 can see* no reason why the Sanitary District of Chicago 
should longer delay the fulfillment of the conditions of the decree 
above referred to. 

After having given the matter careful investigation I find that 
there is sufficient surplus water on the Channahon level to produce 
between 150 and 200 horse power that mav be leased if you so desire. 
I have received several inquires in regard to the matter and have no 
doubt but that a customer can be found at the usual rate per horse 
power for all the power available at this point. 

Repairs and Maintenance for the Year Ending November 30, 1902 

I see no reason why the expenses for ordinary maintenance and re- 
pairs for the coming year should difiFer materially from those of the 
year just closed. Under the head of extraordinary expenses will be 
the rebuilding of the aqueduct over the Little Vermillion river, at 
La Salle, and over Aux Sable creek, east of Morris; the entire recon- 
struction of the waste gates, east of the Aux Sable aqueduct; the 
building of four new lock gates; and the purchase and installation of 
the new pumping plant at Bridgeport. There are also several places 
on the Summit level where the dredge could be employed for some 
weeks to good advantage and considerably to the benefit of naviga- 
tion between Bridgeport and Loekport. 

In my last report I recommended the construction of by- passes at 
locks 9 and 10 at Marseilles. This work has not yet been done. I 
desire to renew this recommendation and for the same reasons men- 
tioned heretofore. By the exercise of unusual care the dam at Day- 
ton in the Fox River has been preserved but it is in such poor con- 
dition that it is absolutely impossible to foretell how long it may 
last. Under the most favorable circumstances and with continued 
care and watchfulness it may last three or four years longer, while on 
the other hand it may be destroyed in a very short time by reason of 
physical conditions impossible to guard against.

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APPENDIX. 



During the session of the Forty-second General Assembly, while 
the appropriation committees were considering House Bill No, 270, 
appropriating moneys for extraordinary repairs and maintenance of 
the Illinois and Michigan canal, the Illinois Grain Dealers' associa- 
tion met in Chicago and appointed a committee to appear before the 
appropriation committees to present the views of that association 
concerning the value of the Illinois and Michigan canal to the 
farmers and shippers of the State of Illinois and the effect upon 
freight rates. 

The committee chose Mr. Frank J. Delaney, of Nash, Wright & 
Company, Chicago, to present this matter to the appropriation com- 
mittees and he exhibited the rate map attached and presented argu- 
ments in favor of the canal which are self-explanatory and which 
deserve the careful consideration of every taxpayer in the State. 
The rate map attached will make clear to any mind the value of the 
canal as a '* rate leveler " and will convince anyone who is interested 
in the reduction of freight rates that the only protection the ship- 
pers have from the community of interests of the railroads is by 
maintaining a navigable waterway to parallel the most important of 
freight carrying lines. The rates given on this map are taken from 
the published rates of the various roads and therefore must stand as 
correct. * 

Mr. Delaney's argument was in part as follows: 

*• Gbntlrmen: — We are before you to urj?e your favorable action on House 
Bill No. 270, now ander your consideration, aDpro];)riating a sum total of 
$150,000 for the maintenance of the Illinois and Jniobigan canal. 

That the averac^e yearly tonnage on the canal for five years past has been 
bat 049{S82 tons, has been and is used as an argument showing Uiat the canal 
is past its days of usefulness. Such, however, is not the case, and it is our 
endeavor to show to you that the canal today performs the same useful pur- 
pose that it has in the past, and that it will continue to be a means of saving 
to the producers of the territory within its immediate or remote infiuence, mil- 
lions of dollars annually. 

This economical influence is apparent and real, and exists whether or not 
the shipping on the canal increases or diminishes from year to year. 

The principal result to be obtained by the construction or improvement of 
any waterway is the lowering, the equalization and the permanency of trans- 
portation charges, either water or rail. 

It is an axiom of business law that no railway can permanently ohtaitL 
higher charges than those made by a comp^tVu^ e^TxHst.
